A double-barreled responsibility 
is 
to be insisted upon by George McPhee, 
county sealer of weights and m eas­ 
ures, in his relations with berry deal­ 
ers. 
H itherto McPhee has been scout­ 
ing for the J>erry grower or salesman 
who brings berries into Santa Ana for 
sale to the local dealers, who sell to 
consumers. 
Hereafter 
McPhee 
will 
continue his watch of the man who 
brings berries in, but he will also hold 
responsible any dealer who purchases 
short weight berries. 
U nder the city ordinance it is an of­ 
fense for a dealer to have short weight 
berries in his possession. 
Under the 
law 
raspberries 
and 
loganberries 
should weigh eight ounces net per box, 
and all other berries twelve ounces 
net. 
McPhee has arested several Jap ­ 
anese for bringing in short weight 
boxes, but even at that some of the 
dealers have been purchasing and of­ 
fering for sale short 
weight 
boxes. 
McPhee gets up at 5:30 o ’clock each 
morning 
and 
tries 
to 
inspect 
all 
batches of berries brought into town, 
but he has found that he is unable to 
get his eyes on quantities of berries 
that are shipped in. Last Saturday he 
learned that one grocer here had re­ 
ceived seven crates of berries 
from 
Los Angeles. 
McPhee and City Re­ 
corder Willson discussed the 
m atter 
and decided to allow the grocer to fill 
the short weight boxes. It took tw en - 1 
ty-three boxes to bring the 210 baxes j 
in the seven crates to full weight. T h e : 
grocer could have 
been 
prosecuted ' 
but McPhee decided 
that 
warning j 
should be given and a new policy in-; 
stituted. 
That policy is: 
lf a dealer! 
accepts short weight berries he s h a ll1 
be held responsible and he shall b e 1 
prosecuted.

McPhee proposes to arrest the per-1 
son who holds the berries for sale at I 
retail if the boxes are short, as well as j 
arrest the men who sold them to the I 
retailer.
